From Honolulu to Maui is but a 
short voyage. The little inter- 
island steatnship.Claudine, belong- 
ing to the Wilder Steamship Com- 
pany, left Honolulu on Tuesday, 
"eceinbcr 3, 1895, carrying [our- 



ing ray valise and umbrella on the 
flat car Madam Waldlogel went 
iqto tbe atation and telephoned to 
her husband that she waa coming 
home with a stranger to breakfast. 

After a ride of aixor seven miles, 
passing through Sprecklesville, we 
reached Pais. The kind and hos 
pitable Swiss gentlemen, Mr. Wald- 
logel, met us at the depot in Paia, 
•nd seemed as pleased to meet me 
•s if I had been an old acquaint- 
ance. He insisted on carrying my 
baggage to his atore, telephoned 
my arrival to Mr. Colville, the man 
ager ot the Paia plantation, and 
urged me to go to the house and 
have breakfast with himself and 
wife.

PHOTOGRAPHED HIS BHA1N, 



By a Process All His Own. 

Dr. CarletonSimon.of New York, 
has photographed his own brain, by 
a process claimed to be entirely 
independent of the Roentgen dis- 
coveries, and he is the first to gain 
this much coveted prize. 

It is said that (or two days and 
a haU the doctor worked uninter- 
ruptedly, save a couple o( hours (or 
sleep, when his tired brain dreamed 
of its own likeness . The work had 
not been without attendant dan- 
gers. Many small animals were 
sacrificed in the cause of science. 
Even the final and successful effort 
was made with no assurance that 
the camera might not hold the pic- 
ture of a dead man. Though in a 
measure satisfied that the process 
was one by which the brain 
could be photographed without 
risk ol life, it may be stated that 
the experimenter selected himself 
as his subject that no other life 
might be endangered. 

So far as the use of the appara- 
tus was concerned, the light was 
thrown from one side of the head 
against it, as in a magic lantern, 
while the attractive force was at 
the other. 

He had arranged mirrors so that 
he might observe the effects, and 
was thus enabled to view his own 
brain.

THE NEW PHOTOGRAPHY. 

During the past month the 
daily papers throughout this 
country and Canada have been 
noticing a German invention of 
Prof. Roentgen, which seems to 
be generally called the new pho- 
tography. The reports claimed 
that the contents of a wooden box 
and interior views of one's an- 
atomy, or flaws in an iron casting, 
coulcf all be plainly and correctly 
photographed. Naturally these 
claims were universally ridiculed, 
and proved a bonanza for the funny 
man on the press. 

Within the past few days how- 
ever the method has been de- 
scribed and the tesults of experi- 
ments published, and today there 
is hardly a scientist, who has the 
necessary apparatus at his dis- 
posal, who is not bard at work 

aking pictures, or studying the 

til re of the peculiar light which 

The pictures are not photo- 
graphs, but rather shadowgraphs, 
and no camera or lens is required 
for their production. The method 
is simple and may be illustrated in 
a modified form by any one having 
a photographers dry plate and a 
dark room and chemicals for de- 
veloping it after exposure. 

The plate is to be wrapped in 
several thicknesses ot paper, which 
is even in texture, while in the 
darkroom, then with some object 
or the hand firmly pressed against 
the paper wrapping expose to the

the State was idle. 

It will be noticed also that Earl 
ington still holds the distinction of 
being the almost exclusive cokt 
producer.

Two extensive and quite sue 
ctsslul trials have been made with 
coke in the smelting of iron.
